March %.—The -annexationists 
won a big victory in the superior court 
this morning when the anti men with- 
Grew their application for a temporary 


restraining order. The aniis took to cov- 
er and-continued their obstruction game, 
showing they had filed their petition just 
a@ little too soon, and that they were glad 
to get it out of court. The result is that 
the prospect of annexing the suburbs was 
never brighter. 

When they withdrew the restraining or- 
der, however, they reserved the right to 
allow the petition for injunction t@® re- 
main in court, so that they could bring 
the matter up again, if necessary, and 
it is expected that this will be done with- 
in the next few days, their action. de- 
pending entirely on Frat of the city 
council, Nevertheless, the attorneys for 
the city are contident of winning the next 
euit which is brought. 

There was a large crowd present in 
the courtroom this morning when Judge 
Felton called the court to order. The 
injunction suit had been the topic of dis- 
cuSsion since it was ifiled last month 
and the people were anxious to know 
what fhe outcome of the trial would be. 

Just before 10 o'clock large crowds were 
seen going to the courthouse and many 
people, realizing that the fight would be 
a strong one, left their places of busi- 
ness to hear the argument in the case. 
The obstructionists came in first. They 
were headed by the Hon. Joe H. Hall. 
He was closely followed by the Hon. 
Marmaduke Bayne, candidate for solic- 
ltor, with an armful of books. Mr. Du- 
Pont Guerry came next. He was follow- 
ed by Mr. Buford Davis, Colonel D. G. 
Hughes, Mr. T. R. Ayer, Mr, Pillow and 
others, who were instrumental in having 
the injunction suit filed. All of them 
wore a confident look and their faces 
veamed with smiles of satisfaction. 

Shortly after they entered, the annexa- 
tionists came in, some hundred strong 
They were headed by Mayor’ Bridges 
Smith. In the party were the following 
well-known gentlemen: Marion Harris, 
Minter Wimberly, John P. Ross, Merrill 
Callaway, O. A. Park, J. L. Gerdime, Fel- 
on Hatcher and others. 

The courtroom was well filled with 
spectators. In a few minutes Judge Fel- 
ton entered the room and announced that 
he had read in the newspapers that there 
Was to be a case. heard before him; fur- 
ther than that he knew nothing about it. 
Hon. DuPont Guerry replied that he 
hoped the judge would not try the case 
by what he had read in the newspapers. 

Attorney Minter Wimberly, the leading 
counsel for the city, announced that his 
side was ready. and that with him would

Judge Russell said that an early pri- 
mary (or, as he called it, a ‘‘snap oti 
ry"), would preclude his sandidaey, as ‘he 
would be preventeu by lack of dime from 
making a canvass before the people, 
whereas it had been undecst»01 for five 
years that Senator Ibacon wou'd te a 
candidate for re-election, and he had dili- 
gently kept his political fences in view 
of the event. Said Judge Russell: 

“The weople not only ought to have 
the right to nominate their senators in 
a primary, but they ought to have the 
right to elect them, and I favor Senator 
Clay’s bill upon this subject. I was ad- 
vocating primaries in times past when 
Senator Bacon was dumb upon the sub- 
ject. 

“But I not only think we ought to have 
a primary, but I think it ought to be 
at a time whey all the people -an vote. 
And at a time when the question can be 
passed upon its merits, disconnected with 
other matters. I have no machine. I 
have not attempted to influence the ac- 
tion of the state executive committee. I 
have every confidence that they will act 
as they may deem for the best interests

THEY MADE A PLEA OF GUILTY 


But Shotter & Co. Say There Was 
' No Criminal Intent. 


} Savannah, Ga., March 9.—In the United 
States district court today counsel for the 
firm of 8S. FP. Shotter & Co., the largest 
naval stores exporters in the south, en- 
tered a plea of guilty, technically, to a 
charge of violation of the interstate com- 
merce law, and the head of the firm was 
fined 81,000 by Judge Speer. In making 
the plea the counsel distinctly stated that 
the violaticen of the law was without 
criminal intent, and the cavurt so accépt- 
ed it. The bhi sid of the suit was that cer- 
tain cars of spirits turpentine shipped to 
Detroit by the defendant were marked as 
containing 6.00 gallons, whereas, as a 
matter of fact they contained about 6,59) 
Ballons. The shizments were made bv 
weights, so many pounds to th> gallon. 
Differences in weight of turpertine under 
Varying temperatures and differences of 
ealculating weight per gallon led to the 
wrong billing, according to the claim of 
the defense. 

Hon. Walter G. Charlton and Hon. 
Fleming G. duBignon appeared as coun- 
sel for the defendants, who included be- 
sides Mr. Shotter, J. F. ¢. Myers. Charles 
J. DeLoach and W. J. L/ Engle. Both 
Messrs. Charlton and duBignon made a 
statement in Mr. Shotter's behalf, the 
substance of which was, besides what is 
stated above, that Mr. Shotter's technical 
violation of the interstate commerce law 
was due to the method of calculating 
spirits of turpentine at 6.4 pounds to the 
gallon, whereas the Louisville and Nash- 
ville required that it- be calculated at 7 
rounds to the gallon. The case is said to 
have arisen through the protest of the 
Lotiisville and Nashville. 

District Attorney Erwin, on the other 
hand, made a statement to the court, Say- 
ing that the defendant had ordered certain 
cars made to hold 47,000 pounds of spirits 
and Knowingly had them marked 42,000

Contrary to Law, Pension Is Held 
Up—Drowning of Two Men. 
General News of Augusta.

Augusta, Ga., March 9.—(Special.)\—City 
Attorney William H. Barrett, to whom 
was referred the question of the legality 
of the licensing of a turf exchange by 
the city council, takes the position that 
applications for license must be passed 
on separately by council, as in the case 
of applications for liquor business. A 
license has been granted Mr. H. T. Mce- 
Dowell for the rest of this year for the 
sum of $833, with the understanding that 
the license could be revoked at the pleas- 
ure of council, and that the exchange 
was not to be operated in connection 
with any other business whatever and 
was to be conducted in an orderly man- 
ner, 

Pawned Pension Papers. 

Mr. A. B. Parkey, special pension ex- 
aminer from Macon, has been in Augusta 
investigating the case of Randall Sulli- 
van, colored, who was a soldier in the 
federal army and who has been drawing 
a pension of $72 per quarter from the 
United States government. It seems that 
Sullivan left Augusta for Massachusetts 
a short time ago, and being short of 
money, his brother, N. W. Suflivan, a 
colored harness maker of thfs city, mort- 
gaged his own property to Paul’s pawn- 
shop, loaned the money thus obtained to 
his brother and held the latter's pension 
papers as security. N. W. Sullivan got 
Paul to collect the pension money and 
the mortgage was canceled. Randall Sul- 
livan claims that the government owes 
him his pension since last May, he not 
having received any since that date. It 
appears that it is a violation of the pen- 
sion laws to pledge-a-‘pension for the 
security of a debt and that the pension 
was stopped on that account. 

Two Men Drowned. 

News has reached the city of the drown- 
ing of two men employed by the Yemas- 
see Fish Company about ten miles below 
Yemassee, S. C. The men were in a 
‘boat at night, witnout a Hght, and while 
attempting to haul in the shad nets, 
which contained the largest catch of the 
season, the boat capsized and both were 
drowned. Their bodies have not been 
recovered and their names could not be 
learned. 

Arrest of Incendiary. 

A negro woman by the name of Ossie 
Shackelford has been arrested near Mc- 
Bean station and brought to this city, 
charged with arson. She admits that she 
set fire to two houses in Augusta because 
of quarrels with the occupants.

NEW GOLD MINING’ COMPANY. 


Dahlonega To Organize One with 
Capital of $5,000,000. 

Dahlorfega, Ga., ‘March 9.—(Special.)—A 
movement has been on foot here vester- 
day and today among the stockholders 
of the Dahlonega Consolidated Gold Min- 
ing Company to organize a new large 
gold mining and milling company to be 
capitalized, it is said, at $5,000,000. It is 
further said that this new company will 
be known as the Standard, and that the 
promoters hold by deed or option 5,009 
acres of mineral lands for their enter- 
prise. The nucleus of this new © com- 
pany’s enterprise, it is said, will be the 
famous Tahloneka mine, located about 
one mile from the public square of Dah- 
lonega, this mine having a few days ago 
been purchased by the Consolidated com- 
pany. 

The members of the company, of whom 
there are at present a large number here 
from Ohio, are.extremely reticent, and 
it is impossible yet to learn whether the 
organization has been entirely etiected, 
or who the officers and directors will be. 
The full details of the enterprise will 
probably be made public uniil epplication 
is made for a charter.

When the Endéavor reached England, 
the enthusiastic accounts given the
